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| Amendments Needed. 


The crisis through n 
Jost passed in regard to Presidential 
affairs should certainly teach us many 
things. That we have happily es- 
ecaped the many evils which threatened 
us, is not a guarantee of future immu- 
nity. The Constitution, under which 
we have become an example for the 
world, is a wonderful document. It 
has been the code of our national life 
through an unparalleled growth and 
development of our inter-State and 
National relations, serving at all times 
to protect and guide us mainly i in the 
right path. But it seems to us natural 
that in one hundred years there should 
be found emergencies not covered by 
this document, and which should be 
governed by further articles, made in 
the light of experience to govern 


special cases, many of which our his- 


tory will tell of as the darkest days 
of the national lite. | 

We do not advocate any disregard 
of the provisions of this Constitution 


which has served us so well, since it is 


the key to our union and stability, but 
there are many points upon which 
there is need of enlargement and mod- 
ification. Suffrage should have cer- 
’ tain restrictions. The commercial re- 
lations of great corporations among 
the States should be defined. The 
Electoral College should be modified 
or eliminated from the political ma- 
chine, and the powers and functions of 
the central government more clearly 
defined. A constitution is the focal 
point toward which every Republican 
seatiment returns for strength, and it 
should, therefore, cover all exigencies, 
and meet all patriotic disputes in a 
pointed way. Still, in its modification 
or amendment there must be the most 
sacred care, lest we tear down more 
than we build, and lessen the rever- 
ence which a common people hold to- 
wards the patent of their freedom. 
We have long worshiped this com- 
pact which was born of wisdom and 
necessity, but it seems plain to us that 
its spirit may be made clearer upon 
the points named. We believe that 
the popular tendency is towards these 
changes, and we earnestly hope that 
geod men may be assigned to the 
work, who may catch the spirit of 
Jefferson and the thoughtful band 
which gave us, in time of need, the 
golden rules of a successful national 
life. 


Significant Warning. 

The perpetrators of the Chico out- 
rage have all been arrested and lodged 
in jail. Notwithstanding their audac- 
ity, their readiness with the knife and 
bullet, their threatening letters so 
generously distributed, they found de- 
termined men who espoused the cause 
of law, and these villains now look 
through the grates of prison cells. 
There never was a time when ruf- 
fians set the laws at defiance when this 
same result did not come about. The 
advocates of a righteous cause never 
used violence without hurting that 
cause; nor dig the lawless element 
ever set respectability at defiance 
without suffering the punishment due 
to their temerity. The respect for 
law is too universal to allow any con- 
siderable co-operation with such spir. 
its, and however strong the common 
purpose which dictates these acts 
when confronted by law and order, it

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which have reached us in re- 
gard to California's crops, it is becom- 
i; apparent that chance must yet de- 
termine the grain returns of the pres- 
ent year. A Santa Cruz paper thinks 
that very favorable reports have. been 
circulated by grain speculators, in or- 
der to induce farmers to sell their 
crops at low rates. In favored local- 
ities where the crops are well ad- 
vanced the mildew is making its ap- 
pearance. In Senoma county an over- 
growth, and possibly rust, is feared. 
In Colusa county the prospects are 
not flattering, although late showers 
may come to the rescue. The rainfall 
in El Dorado county has been entirely 
inadequate, and upon the west side of 
the San Joaquin there will be almost 
a total failure Of crops. San Benito 
county has given up all hope of 
an average, and still other sections 
are anxiously awaiting late showers. as 
a means of saving their crops. The 
drouth in Kern, Fresno and adjoining 
counties has been exceedingly severe 
upon live stock. Sheep and cattle are 
almost valueless for want of pastur- 
age. If rain comes too late for the 


grain crops it will help the stock 


raisers, whose losses have been very 
severe so far and threaten to be still 
greater. If this state of things 
should continue it is plain that feed 
and fat cattle will be in demand dur- 
ing the present year. The grain crop 
will probably reach the average but 
can scarcely exceed it. A copious 
rain, however, would work much good 
far the country in swelling our water 
courses and rescuing many crops 
which must now remain stationery. 
We hope it may come.

Samuel Boles will remain in charge of 
the mill until some time in May, when 
Mr. Coggeshall will assume charge 
of affairs. We are glad to see a flour 
mill start up in our town. It gives 
the place more of a business look.

How 10 Prorecr Your Fruit 
TREEs From Frost.—We notice that 
many of the fruit trees in town are in 
blossom and give most favorable in- 
dications for a good fruit yield. Fears 
are entertained however that frost will 

nip the young buds and all the early 
fruit will thus be destroyed. One 
method of preventing such destruc- 
tion is to put bunches of wet straw 
or hay among the branches of the 
trees in the evening when you think 
there will be frost that night. The 
straw protects the delicate fruit buds, 
and by wetting it the water in it 
- freezes and thus gives out an amount 
of heat often sufficient to prevent the 
‘frost from destroying young fruit 
buds. It is a known fact that a liquid 
when converted into a solid by con- 
gelation gives out an amount of heat. 
The above precaution has been suc- 
cessfully used in New Jersey, and we 


would recommend those having fruit 


trees in blossom to test its efficacy. 
The method is a simple one and may 
prove a saving of your fruit crop.
